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Will Walt Awhile. 

Id tlie ezcttlDg campaign preceding the 
special election held on Tuesday much 
talk was beard about annexation to 
Newark. Borne people asserted that tbe 
defeat of tbe proposition to purebase 
Ibe Orange Water Company's plant for 
$150,000 meant certain and speedy an¬ 
nexation to Newark. Others were 
equally positive that a majority vote In 
favor of purobase meant that tbe oppo¬ 
sition would certiorari tbe proceeding**, 
end that while tbe case was pending In 
the Court s bill would be pushed through 
the Legislature annexing this town to 
Newark. Tbe Neve bos heretofore given 
encouragement to annexation move¬ 
ments In this towD, and It was a sur¬ 
prise to many Neve readers to see in 
that paper on tbe 8th lust, an editorial 
showing a disposition tc leave annexa¬ 
tion In abeyance until such time as tbe 
majority sentiment here favors eucb a 
move. The Neve said: 

*'The qu. stton of annexation to New¬ 
ark Is not likely to play tbs Important 
part that some people have supposed In 
the election next Tuesday, when the 
proposition to purchase the distributing 
pleat of tbe Orange Water Company Is 
to he submitted to the voters of Bloom- 
fleld for their approval or rejection. 

vlsablllty of purchasing the plant Is 
almost entirely on the question as to 
whether tbs selling pries ftxed by the 
water company Is an equitable one. Tbs 
Majority of the members of tbe Town 
Council have gone on reoord as bolding 
that tbe town would secure a bargain by 
authorising the purobase at $160,000, 
while many other leading oltlxene are 
as confidently certain that tbe prloe 
asked le much too high. 

“ That Is the one Issue that tbe voters 
of Bloomfield will have to decide for 
themselves next Tueedoy. It may be 
taken for granted that tbe annexation 
talk Is put forward at this time In tbe 
^hopa of Influencing sntl-annexatlonlats 
to vote for tbe purobase of tbe plant, 
■o Intelligent voter should be deceived 
by such an argument. It has been 
Shown that the time le not ripe as yet 
for tbe annexation of Bloomfield to 
Newark, In the estimation of a majority 
of that town, and that Issue should out 
so figure whatever In tbs vote on tbe 
water question, wblcb le merely a matter 
of economics. It Is possible that a new 
plant could be constructed for less than 
the old one can be purchased for." 


Kleellow Bills 

The compensation of election officers 
for services rendered In the Constitutional 
Amendment election is a disputed ques¬ 
tion. According to some authorities quo¬ 
ted the members of the Board of Regis¬ 
try and Election throughout tbe Stale are 
entitled \ > only $8 for that service. J uat 
previous to the general election the elec¬ 
tion officers were the recipients of an offer 
to prosecute a claim of $25 for each of 
them on a basis 'of $9 each. Tbe lawyer 
proposing to collect the bill was to make 
no charge unless he won bis suit. The 
local election officers were advised to 
charge the same for their servicea In a 
special election as In a general election, 
and made out their bills accordingly, but 
it will probably be some time before they 
get their money. 

Election bills amounting to about $3,000 
were held up by tbe Finance Committee 
of the Board of Freeholders at a meeting 
on Wednesday. Moat of the claims ob¬ 
jected to were for services rendered In 
connection with tbe Constitutional 
Amendment election, the expense of 
which, County Counsel Munn asserted, 
must be borne by the State and not by the 
county. Other bills were laid aside 
merely because the committee thought 
they were too high. 

Mr. Munn was late in arriving at the 
meeting, and several bills had been ap¬ 
proved by tbe committee when he ap 
peared. just in lime to hear read by Au¬ 
ditor Conklin a bill of $249 12 from Sheriff 
Niooll for services in posting notices of the 
Constitutional election. 

“ Here ! That wont do,” exclaimed Mr. 
Munn. “ This county isn't going to pay a 
cent of any cost of the special election. 
The State agreed to pay that, and bills 
appropriating about $12,000 for that pur- 
I>ose were passed by the Legislature. It 
was the intent of the Legislature to pro¬ 
vide enough money for tbe entire election, 
but through some oversight it was not 
done. I have no doubt that at the next 
session this defect will be remedied. But 
this board has no right to pay these bills 
and trust to getting back the money from 
tbe State. Lay all such bills aside. When 
the State provides the money they will be 
paid." ' 

This was news to the Freeholders, but 
they took the counsel's advice and the 
Sheriff's bill went into a pile that rapidly 
accumulated. Among the claims laid 
aside were those for advertising the elec¬ 
tion, printing and stationery bills, and 
even the bills of each member of the 
County Board of Elections, at $10 a mem¬ 
ber, for the two days each served as a 
board of registry. A number of bills were 
submitted In which persons charged for 
services at the regular and special elec¬ 
tion. The items for the regular election 
were passed, but the others were not.

It Is evident that with this coo tea lion 
ovar a single feature of munlolpal affaire 
ever uppermost, many otbar things of 
Importance cannot command tbe atten¬ 
tion due them. There le no objection 
to a perpetual warfare between saloon 
and anti-saloon people, but there Is a 
desire that tbe battle ground be shifted 
to some other plooe, In order that the 
physical affaire of tbe town may get 
that share of attention of wblob they 
are deprived by reaeon of prepondereoce 
of a moral Issue. An exolee board 
elected by the people would oorrectly 
represent tbe majority public sentiment 
on tbe saloon question, sod measures 
ought to be taken to procure an adjust¬ 
ment along that line. Eqcitt.

Tax Duplicate Approved 

Tbe tax duplleate submitted by tbe 
Board of Assessors several weeks ago 

was approved by the Town Counell Mon¬ 
day night, November 2, In its original 
form and without modification. Action 
oo tbe duplicate was taken at tbe Insti¬ 
gation of Councilman Walker, who 
stated that be bad been Informed by 
Tax Collector Foster tbat many people 
were making Inquiries at tbe tax office 
about thalr tax bills, and wanted to 
know why they did not receive them. 

When the tax duplleate woe submitted 
some time ago some of tbe Ooaoellmen 
were desirous of Investigating It for the 
purpose of ascertaining why tbere bad 
not been a larger tocreaee lo tax rata¬ 
ble than waa shown lo the returns of 
the Board of Assessors. 

The public buildings agitation and 
tbe water question eomlog up absorbed 
tbe attention of tbe Oounollmeo to each 
a degree that the proposed Inquiry loto 
tbe assessments did not take plooe. 
Messrs. Moore and Farrand, who were 
chiefly deelrloua of Investigating tbe 
duplicate opposed Its approval on 
Moodoy night, bat Messrs. Con loo, Cha- 
bot, Harrison and Walker voted In the 
affirmative. Mr. Farrand objected on 
tbe ground tbat be oould not vote to 
approve tbe duplicate as submitted to 
tbe Council. , Tbe question of tbe right 
of tbe Connell to make obangeo In tbe 
duplicate woe brought up. 

Counelimen Farrand and Moors voted 
against Mr. Walker’s motloo, and Coun- 
oilmen Oonlan, Harrison and Cbabot 
voted with Mr. Walker.
